We cannot help expressing surprise at 
tho reported speech of the Hon. A. De- 
Cosmos, member for Victoria District in 
tho Dominion House of Commons, on 
the Independence resolutions of tho 
Hon. Mr. Blake. If the arguments of 
thehon. gentleman were put into practi- 
cal use they would mean a complete se- 
verance of the Dominion from the Moth- 
er Country. Apart from the loyalty of 
tho question, the Dominion has every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by tho 
severing of the tie that now hinds it 
together. At present the Dominion en- 
joys perfect freedom iirher political and 
internal affairs, and without any" molesta- 
tion from England. The Dominion while 
secure in her political freedom, commands 
the power and prestige of Great Britain in 
hor commercial relations with fcreign na- 
tions, and in case of any warlike move- 
ment on the part of an enemy, tho Du- 
minion would receive tho earnest support 
of that army and navy which has carried 
England to and maintuinsher in her pres- 
ent proud and exalted position. Finan- 
cially tho existing relations of the Do- 
minion and Great Britain are of immense 
benefit to the former, and enable her to 
obtain credit at the lowest rates.

Three persons were killed 

New York, May 2. — A London tele- 
gram says that a gale visited that city on 
Saturday, which, gradually increasing in 
force, finally blow a hurricane for a short 
time, about <i o'clock in tho evening. . It 
prevailed . generally over the southern 
and western parts of England during 
Saturday evening anil night. Wide- 
spread damage and serious" loss of life ar« 
reported in and abont the metropolis.
